Making appropriations for the Departments of Transpor-

tation, Treasury, and Housing and Urban Development, 

the Judiciary, District of Columbia, and independent 

agencies for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2006, 

and for other purposes. 
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 4

Departments of Transportation, Treasury, and Housing 5

and Urban Development, the Judiciary, District of Colum-6

bia, and independent agencies for the fiscal year ending 7

September 30, 2006, and for other purposes, namely: 8

TITLE I 9

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 10

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 11

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 12

For necessary expenses of the Office of the Secretary, 13

$84,913,000 (increased by $250,000) (reduced by 14

$17,339,000), of which not to exceed $2,198,000 shall be 15

available for the immediate Office of the Secretary; not 16

to exceed $698,000 shall be available for the immediate 17

Office of the Deputy Secretary; not to exceed $15,183,000 18

(increased by $250,000) shall be available for the Office 19

of the General Counsel; not to exceed $11,680,000 shall 20

be available for the Office of the Under Secretary of 21

Transportation for Policy; not to exceed $7,593,000 shall 22

be available for the Office of the Assistant Secretary for 23

Budget and Programs; not to exceed $2,052,000 (reduced 24

by $2,052,000) shall be available for the Office of the As-25
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sistant Secretary for Governmental Affairs; not to exceed 1

$23,139,000 shall be available for the Office of the Assist-2

ant Secretary for Administration; not to exceed 3

$1,910,000 (reduced by $1,910,000) shall be available for 4

the Office of Public Affairs; not to exceed $1,442,000 (re-5

duced by $1,422,000) shall be available for the Office of 6

the Executive Secretariat; not to exceed $697,000 shall 7

$11,895,000 (reduced by $11,895,000) shall be available 14

for the Office of the Chief Information Officer: Provided, 15

That the Secretary of Transportation is authorized to 16

transfer funds appropriated for any office of the Office 17

of the Secretary to any other office of the Office of the 18

Secretary: Provided further, That no appropriation for any 19

office shall be increased or decreased by more than 5 per-20

cent by all such transfers: Provided further, That notice 21

of any change in funding greater than 5 percent shall be 22

submitted for approval to the House and Senate Commit-23

tees on Appropriations: Provided further, That not to ex-24

ceed $60,000 (reduced by $60,000) shall be for allocation 25
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within the Department for official reception and represen-1

tation expenses as the Secretary may determine: Provided 2

further, That notwithstanding any other provision of law, 3

excluding fees authorized in Public Law 107–71, there 4

may be credited to this appropriation up to $2,500,000 5

in funds received in user fees: Provided further, That none 6

of the funds provided in this Act shall be available for 7

the position of Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs. 8

OFFICE OF CIVIL RIGHTS 9

For necessary expenses of the Office of Civil Rights, 10

$8,550,000. 11

TRANSPORTATION PLANNING, RESEARCH, AND 12

DEVELOPMENT 13

For necessary expenses for conducting transportation 14

planning, research, systems development, development ac-15

tivities, and making grants, to remain available until ex-16

pended, $40,613,000 (reduced by $31,583,000). 17

WORKING CAPITAL FUND 18

Necessary expenses for operating costs and capital 19

outlays of the Working Capital Fund, not to exceed 20

$120,014,000, shall be paid from appropriations made 21

available to the Department of Transportation: Provided, 22

That such services shall be provided on a competitive basis 23

to entities within the Department of Transportation: Pro-24

vided further, That the above limitation on operating ex-25

penses shall not apply to non-DOT entities: Provided fur-26
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ther, That no funds appropriated in this Act to an agency 1

of the Department shall be transferred to the Working 2

Capital Fund without the approval of the agency modal 3

administrator: Provided further, That no assessments may 4

be levied against any program, budget activity, subactivity 5

or project funded by this Act unless notice of such assess-6

ments and the basis therefor are presented to the House 7

and Senate Committees on Appropriations and are ap-8

proved by such Committees. 9

MINORITY BUSINESS RESOURCE CENTER PROGRAM 10

For the cost of guaranteed loans, $500,000, as au-11

thorized by 49 U.S.C. 332: Provided, That such costs, in-12

cluding the cost of modifying such loans, shall be as de-13

fined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act of 14

1974: Provided further, That these funds are available to 15

subsidize total loan principal, any part of which is to be 16

guaranteed, not to exceed $18,367,000. In addition, for 17

administrative expenses to carry out the guaranteed loan 18

program, $400,000. 19

MINORITY BUSINESS OUTREACH 20

For necessary expenses of Minority Business Re-21

source Center outreach activities, $3,000,000, to remain 22

available until September 30, 2007: Provided, That not-23

withstanding 49 U.S.C. 332, these funds may be used for 24

business opportunities related to any mode of transpor-25

tation. 26
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PAYMENTS TO AIR CARRIERS 1

(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND) 2

In addition to funds made available from any other 3

source to carry out the essential air service program under 4

49 U.S.C. 41731–41742, $54,000,000 to remain available 5

until expended: Provided, That the Secretary may transfer 6

amounts appropriated to the Federal Aviation Administra-7

tion under any heading in this Act or otherwise available 8

to the Federal Aviation Administration, to make such 9

amounts available for obligation and expenditure for the 10

essential air service program, in satisfaction of the re-11

quirements of section 41742(a)(1) of title 49, United 12

States Code, in advance of the collection of fees under sec-13

tion 45301 of title 49, United States Code: Provided fur-14

ther, That the Secretary shall reimburse such amounts to 15

the Federal Aviation Administration proportionally by 16

transfer, to the extent possible, from amounts credited to 17

the account established under section 45303 of title 49, 18

United States Code, as such fees are collected during the 19

fiscal year: Provided further, That, in determining between 20

or among carriers competing to provide service to a com-21

munity, the Secretary may consider the relative subsidy 22

requirements of the carriers. 23

NEW HEADQUARTERS BUILDING 24

For necessary expenses of the Department of Trans-25

portation’s new headquarters building and related serv-26
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ices, $100,000,000 (reduced by $25,000,000) (reduced by 1

$20,000,000), to remain available until expended. 2

FEDERAL AVIATION ADMINISTRATION 3

OPERATIONS 4

For necessary expenses of the Federal Aviation Ad-5

ministration, not otherwise provided for, including oper-6

ations and research activities related to commercial space 7

transportation, administrative expenses for research and 8

development, establishment of air navigation facilities, the 9

operation (including leasing) and maintenance of aircraft, 10

subsidizing the cost of aeronautical charts and maps sold 11

to the public, lease or purchase of passenger motor vehi-12

cles for replacement only, in addition to amounts made 13

available by Public Law 108–176, $8,042,920,000 (in-14

creased by $263,000,000), of which $4,986,000,000 shall 15

be derived from the Airport and Airway Trust Fund, of 16

which not to exceed $6,424,229,000 shall be available for 17

air traffic services activities; not to exceed $951,042,000 18

(increased by $263,000,000) shall be available for aviation 19

regulation and certification activities; not to exceed 20

$222,171,000 shall be available for research and acquisi-21

tion activities; not to exceed $11,759,000 shall be available 22

for commercial space transportation activities; not to ex-23

ceed $50,583,000 shall be available for financial services 24

activities; not to exceed $69,943,000 shall be available for 25
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human resources program activities; not to exceed 1

$150,744,000 shall be available for region and center op-2

erations and regional coordination activities; not to exceed 3

$140,337,000 shall be available for staff offices; and not 4

to exceed $36,612,000 shall be available for information 5

services: Provided, That none of the funds in this Act shall 6

be available for the Federal Aviation Administration to fi-7

nalize or implement any regulation that would promulgate 8

new aviation user fees not specifically authorized by law 9

after the date of the enactment of this Act: Provided fur-10

ther, That there may be credited to this appropriation 11

funds received from States, counties, municipalities, for-12

eign authorities, other public authorities, and private 13

sources, for expenses incurred in the provision of agency 14

services, including receipts for the maintenance and oper-15

ation of air navigation facilities, and for issuance, renewal 16

or modification of certificates, including airman, aircraft, 17

and repair station certificates, or for tests related thereto, 18

or for processing major repair or alteration forms: Pro-19

vided further, That of the funds appropriated under this 20

heading, not less than $7,500,000 shall be for the contract 21

tower cost-sharing program: Provided further, That funds 22

may be used to enter into a grant agreement with a non-23

profit standard-setting organization to assist in the devel-24

opment of aviation safety standards: Provided further, 25
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That none of the funds in this Act shall be available for 1

new applicants for the second career training program: 2

Provided further, That none of the funds in this Act shall 3

be available for paying premium pay under 5 U.S.C. 4

5546(a) to any Federal Aviation Administration employee 5

unless such employee actually performed work during the 6

time corresponding to such premium pay: Provided fur-7

ther, That none of the funds in this Act may be obligated 8

or expended to operate a manned auxiliary flight service 9

station in the contiguous United States: Provided further, 10

That none of the funds in this Act for aeronautical chart-11

ing and cartography are available for activities conducted 12

by, or coordinated through, the Working Capital Fund: 13

Provided further, That none of the funds in this Act may 14

be obligated or expended for an employee of the Federal 15

Aviation Administration to purchase a store gift card or 16

gift certificate through use of a Government-issued credit 17

card. In addition, $150,000,000 (reduced by $59,000,000) 18

for transition costs associated with OMB Circular A–76 19

Flight Service Station competition. 20

FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 21

(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND) 22

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for, 23

for acquisition, establishment, technical support services, 24

improvement by contract or purchase, and hire of air navi-25

gation and experimental facilities and equipment, as au-26
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thorized under part A of subtitle VII of title 49, United 1

States Code, including initial acquisition of necessary sites 2

by lease or grant; engineering and service testing, includ-3

ing construction of test facilities and acquisition of nec-4

essary sites by lease or grant; construction and furnishing 5

of quarters and related accommodations for officers and 6

employees of the Federal Aviation Administration sta-7

tioned at remote localities where such accommodations are 8

not available; and the purchase, lease, or transfer of air-9

craft from funds available under this heading; to be de-10

rived from the Airport and Airway Trust Fund, 11

$3,053,000,000, of which $2,618,000,000 shall remain 12

available until September 30, 2008, and of which 13

$435,000,000 shall remain available until September 30, 14

2006: Provided, That there may be credited to this appro-15

priation funds received from States, counties, municipali-16

ties, other public authorities, and private sources, for ex-17

penses incurred in the establishment and modernization 18

of air navigation facilities: Provided further, That upon ini-19

tial submission to the Congress of the fiscal year 2007 20

President’s budget, the Secretary of Transportation shall 21

transmit to the Congress a comprehensive capital invest-22

ment plan for the Federal Aviation Administration which 23

includes funding for each budget line item for fiscal years 24

2007 through 2011, with total funding for each year of 25
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the plan constrained to the funding targets for those years 1

as estimated and approved by the Office of Management 2

and Budget. 3

RESEARCH, ENGINEERING, AND DEVELOPMENT 4

(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND) 5

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for, 6

for research, engineering, and development, as authorized 7

under part A of subtitle VII of title 49, United States 8

Code, including construction of experimental facilities and 9

acquisition of necessary sites by lease or grant, 10

$130,000,000, to be derived from the Airport and Airway 11

Trust Fund and to remain available until September 30, 12

2008: Provided, That there may be credited to this appro-13

priation funds received from States, counties, municipali-14

ties, other public authorities, and private sources, for ex-15

penses incurred for research, engineering, and develop-16

ment. 17

GRANTS-IN-AID FOR AIRPORTS 18

(LIQUIDATION OF CONTRACT AUTHORIZATION) 19

(LIMITATION ON OBLIGATIONS) 20

(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND) 21

(INCLUDING RESCISSION) 22

For liquidation of obligations incurred for grants-in- 23

aid for airport planning and development, and noise com-24

patibility planning and programs as authorized under sub-25

chapter I of chapter 471 and subchapter I of chapter 475 26
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of title 49, United States Code, and under other law au-1

thorizing such obligations; for procurement, installation, 2

and commissioning of runway incursion prevention devices 3

and systems at airports of such title; $3,600,000,000 to 4

be derived from the Airport and Airway Trust Fund and 5

to remain available until expended: Provided, That none 6

of the funds under this heading shall be available for the 7

planning or execution of programs the obligations for 8

which are in excess of $3,600,000,000 in fiscal year 2006, 9

notwithstanding section 47117(g) of title 49, United 10

States Code: Provided further, That none of the funds 11

under this heading shall be available for the replacement 12

of baggage conveyor systems, reconfiguration of terminal 13

baggage areas, or other airport improvements that are 14

necessary to install bulk explosive detection systems: Pro-15

vided further, That of the amount authorized for the fiscal 16

year ending September 30, 2005, under sections 48103 17

and 48112 of title 49, United States Code, $469,000,000 18

are rescinded. 19

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—FEDERAL AVIATION 20

ADMINISTRATION 21

SEC. 101. Notwithstanding any other provision of 22

law, airports may transfer without consideration to the 23

Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) instrument land-24

ing systems (along with associated approach lighting 25

equipment and runway visual range equipment) which 26
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conform to FAA design and performance specifications, 1

the purchase of which was assisted by a Federal airport- 2

aid program, airport development aid program or airport 3

improvement program grant: Provided, That, the Federal 4

Aviation Administration shall accept such equipment, 5

which shall thereafter be operated and maintained by FAA 6

in accordance with agency criteria. 7

SEC. 102. None of the funds in this Act may be used 8

to compensate in excess of 375 technical staff-years under 9

the federally funded research and development center con-10

tract between the Federal Aviation Administration and the 11

Center for Advanced Aviation Systems Development dur-12

ing fiscal year 2005. 13

SEC. 103. None of the funds in this Act shall be used 14

to pursue or adopt guidelines or regulations requiring air-15

port sponsors to provide to the Federal Aviation Adminis-16

tration without cost building construction, maintenance, 17

utilities and expenses, or space in airport sponsor-owned 18

buildings for services relating to air traffic control, air 19

navigation, or weather reporting: Provided, That the pro-20

hibition of funds in this section does not apply to negotia-21

tions between the agency and airport sponsors to achieve 22

agreement on ‘‘below-market’’ rates for these items or to 23

grant assurances that require airport sponsors to provide 24
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land without cost to the FAA for air traffic control facili-1

ties. 2

SEC. 104. None of the funds appropriated or limited 3

by this Act may be used to change weight restrictions or 4

prior permission rules at Teterboro Airport in Teterboro, 5

New Jersey. 6

SEC. 105. (a) Section 44302(f)(1) of title 49, United 7

States Code, is amended by striking ‘‘2005,’’ each place 8

it appears and inserting ‘‘2006,’’. 9

(b) Section 44303(b) of such title is amended by 10

striking ‘‘2005,’’ and inserting ‘‘2006,’’. 11

SEC. 106. None of the funds made available in this 12

Act shall be used for engineering work related to an addi-13

tional runway at Louis Armstrong New Orleans Inter-14

national Airport. 15

FEDERAL HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION 16

LIMITATION ON ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 17

Necessary expenses for administration and operation 18

of the Federal Highway Administration, not to exceed 19

$359,529,000 shall be paid in accordance with law from 20

appropriations made available by this Act to the Federal 21

Highway Administration together with advances and reim-22

bursements received by the Federal Highway Administra-23

tion. 24

None of the funds in this Act shall be available for 4

the implementation or execution of programs, the obliga-5

tions for which are in excess of $36,287,100,000 for Fed-6

eral-aid highways and highway safety construction pro-7

grams for fiscal year 2006: Provided, That within the 8

$36,287,100,000 obligation limitation on Federal-aid 9

highways and highway safety construction programs, not 10

more than $485,000,000 shall be available for the imple-11

mentation or execution of programs for transportation re-12

search (as authorized by title 23, United States Code, as 13

amended; section 5505 of title 49, United States Code, 14

as amended; and sections 5112 and 5204–5209 of Public 15

Law 105–178, as amended) for fiscal year 2006: Provided 16

further, That this limitation on transportation research 17

programs shall not apply to any authority previously made 18

available for obligation: Provided further, That the Sec-19

retary may, as authorized by sections 183 and 184 of title 20

23, United States Code, charge and collect a fee, from 21

the applicant for a direct loan, guaranteed loan, or line 22

of credit to cover the cost of the financial and legal anal-23

yses performed on behalf of the Department: Provided fur-24

ther, That such fees are available until expended to pay 25

for such costs: Provided further, That such amounts are 26
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in addition to administrative expenses that are also avail-1

able for such purpose, and are not subject to any obliga-2

tion limitation or the limitation on administrative expenses 3

under 23 U.S.C. 188. 4

FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAYS 5

(LIQUIDATION OF CONTRACT AUTHORIZATION) 6

(HIGHWAY TRUST FUND) 7

For carrying out the provisions of title 23, United 8

States Code, that are attributable to Federal-aid high-9

ways, including the National Scenic and Recreational 10

Highway as authorized by 23 U.S.C. 148, not otherwise 11

provided, including reimbursement for sums expended 12

pursuant to the provisions of 23 U.S.C. 308, 13

$36,000,000,000 or so much thereof as may be available 14

in and derived from the Highway Trust Fund (other than 15

the Mass Transit Account), to remain available until ex-16

pended. 17

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—FEDERAL HIGHWAY 18

Bureau for such expenses: Provided, That such funds shall 25
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be subject to the obligation limitation for Federal-aid 1

highways and highway safety construction. 2

MOTOR CARRIER SAFETY OPERATIONS AND PROGRAMS 4

(LIMITATION ON OBLIGATIONS) 5

(LIQUIDATION OF CONTRACT AUTHORIZATION) 6

(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS) 8

None of the funds provided for expenses for adminis-9

tration of motor carrier safety programs and motor carrier 10

safety research shall be available for fiscal year 2006, the 11

obligations for which are in excess of $215,000,000: Pro-12

vided, That for payment of obligations incurred to pay ad-13

ministrative expenses of and motor carrier research by the 14

Federal Motor Carrier Safety Administration, 15

$215,000,000, to be derived from the Highway Trust 16

creased by proceeds of one-time transactions, which are 14

expended for emergency or unanticipated operating or 15

capital needs: Provided further, That such increases shall 16

be approved by enactment of local District law and shall 17

comply with all reserve requirements contained in the Dis-18

trict of Columbia Home Rule Act as amended by this Act: 19

Provided further, That the Chief Financial Officer of the 20

District of Columbia shall take such steps as are necessary 21

to assure that the District of Columbia meets these re-22

quirements, including the apportioning by the Chief Fi-23

nancial Officer of the appropriations and funds made 24

available to the District during fiscal year 2006, except 25
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that the Chief Financial Officer may not reprogram for 1

operating expenses any funds derived from bonds, notes, 2

or other obligations issued for capital projects. 3

GOVERNMENTAL DIRECTION AND SUPPORT 4

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 5

SEC. 501. Whenever in this title, an amount is speci-6

fied within an appropriation for a particular purposes or 7

objects of expenditure, such amount, unless otherwise 8

specified, shall be considered as the maximum amount 9

that may be expended for said purpose or object rather 10

than an amount set apart exclusively therefor. 11

SEC. 502. Appropriations in this title shall be avail-12

able for expenses of travel and for the payment of dues 13

of organizations concerned with the work of the District 14

of Columbia government, when authorized by the Mayor, 15

or, in the case of the Council of the District of Columbia, 16

funds may be expended with the authorization of the 17

Chairman of the Council. 18

SEC. 503. There are appropriated from the applicable 19

funds of the District of Columbia such sums as may be 20

necessary for making refunds and for the payment of legal 21

settlements or judgments that have been entered against 22

the District of Columbia government. 23

SEC. 504. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), 24

no part of this appropriation shall be used for publicity 25

or propaganda purposes or implementation of any policy 26
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including boycott designed to support or defeat legislation 1

pending before Congress or any State legislature. 2

(b) The District of Columbia may use local funds pro-3

vided in this title to carry out lobbying activities on any 4

matter other than— 5

(1) the promotion or support of any boycott; or 6

(2) statehood for the District of Columbia or 7

voting representation in Congress for the District of 8

Columbia. 9

(c) Nothing in this section may be construed to pro-10

hibit any elected official from advocating with respect to 11

any of the issues referred to in subsection (b). 12

SEC. 505. (a) None of the funds provided under this 13

title to the agencies funded by this title, both Federal and 14

District government agencies, that remain available for 15

obligation or expenditure in fiscal year 2006, or provided 16

from any accounts in the Treasury of the United States 17

derived by the collection of fees available to the agencies 18

funded by this title, shall be available for obligation or ex-19

penditures for an agency through a reprogramming of 20

funds which— 21

(1) creates new programs; 22

(2) eliminates a program, project, or responsi-23

bility center; 24
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(3) establishes or changes allocations specifi-1

cally denied, limited or increased under this Act; 2

(4) increases funds or personnel by any means 3

for any program, project, or responsibility center for 4

which funds have been denied or restricted; 5

(5) reestablishes any program or project pre-6

viously deferred through reprogramming; 7

(6) augments any existing program, project, or 8

responsibility center through a reprogramming of 9

funds in excess of $3,000,000 or 10 percent, which-10

ever is less; or 11

(7) increases by 20 percent or more personnel 12

assigned to a specific program, project or responsi-13

bility center, 14

unless the Committees on Appropriations of the House of 15

Representatives and Senate are notified in writing 15 days 16

in advance of the reprogramming. 17

(b) None the local funds contained in this title may 18

be available for obligation or expenditure for an agency 19

through a transfer of any local funds in excess of 20

$3,000,000 from one appropriation heading to another un-21

less the Committees on Appropriations of the House of 22

Representatives and Senate are notified in writing 15 days 23

in advance of the transfer, except that in no event may 24
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the amount of any funds transferred exceed 4 percent of 1

the local funds in the appropriations. 2

SEC. 506. Consistent with the provisions of section 3

1301(a) of title 31, United States Code, appropriations 4

under this title shall be applied only to the objects for 5

which the appropriations were made except as otherwise 6

provided by law. 7

SEC. 507. Notwithstanding any other provisions of 8

law, the provisions of the District of Columbia Govern-9

ment Comprehensive Merit Personnel Act of 1978 (D.C. 10

Law 2–139; D.C. Official Code, sec. 1–601.01 et seq.), 11

enacted pursuant to section 422(3) of the District of Co-12

lumbia Home Rule Act (D.C. Official Code, sec. 1– 13

204l.22(3)), shall apply with respect to the compensation 14

of District of Columbia employees. For pay purposes, em-15

ployees of the District of Columbia government shall not 16

be subject to the provisions of title 5, United States Code. 17

SEC. 508. No later than 30 days after the end of the 18

first quarter of fiscal year 2006, the Mayor of the District 19

of Columbia shall submit to the Council of the District 20

of Columbia and the Committees on Appropriations of the 21

House of Representatives and Senate the new fiscal year 22

2006 revenue estimates as of the end of such quarter. 23

These estimates shall be used in the budget request for 24
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fiscal year 2007. The officially revised estimates at mid-1

year shall be used for the midyear report. 2

SEC. 509. No sole source contract with the District 3

of Columbia government or any agency thereof may be re-4

newed or extended without opening that contract to the 5

competitive bidding process as set forth in section 303 of 6

the District of Columbia Procurement Practices Act of 7

1985 (D.C. Law 6–85; D.C. Official Code, sec. 2–303.03), 8

except that the District of Columbia government or any 9

agency thereof may renew or extend sole source contracts 10

for which competition is not feasible or practical, but only 11

if the determination as to whether to invoke the competi-12

tive bidding process has been made in accordance with 13

duly promulgated rules and procedures and has been re-14

viewed and certified by the Chief Financial Officer of the 15

District of Columbia. 16

SEC. 510. None of the Federal funds provided in this 17

title may be used by the District of Columbia to provide 18

for salaries, expenses, or other costs associated with the 19

offices of United States Senator or United States Rep-20

resentative under section 4(d) of the District of Columbia 21

Statehood Constitutional Convention Initiatives of 1979 22

(D.C. Law 3–171; D.C. Official Code, sec. 1–123). 23

SEC. 511. None of the Federal funds made available 24

in this title may be used to implement or enforce the 25
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Health Care Benefits Expansion Act of 1992 (D.C. Law 1

9–114; D.C. Official Code, sec. 32–701 et seq.) or to oth-2

erwise implement or enforce any system of registration of 3

unmarried, cohabiting couples, including but not limited 4

to registration for the purpose of extending employment, 5

health, or governmental benefits to such couples on the 6

same basis that such benefits are extended to legally mar-7

ried couples. 8

SEC. 512. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision 9

of this title, the Mayor, in consultation with the Chief Fi-10

nancial Officer of the District of Columbia may accept, 11

obligate, and expend Federal, private, and other grants 12

received by the District government that are not reflected 13

in the amounts appropriated in this title. 14

(b)(1) No such Federal, private, or other grant may 15

be obligated, or expended pursuant to subsection (a) 16

until— 17

(A) the Chief Financial Officer of the District 18

of Columbia submits to the Council a report setting 19

forth detailed information regarding such grant; and 20

(B) the Council has reviewed and approved the 21

obligation, and expenditure of such grant. 22

(2) For purposes of paragraph (1)(B), the Council 23

shall be deemed to have reviewed and approved the obliga-24

tion, and expenditure of a grant if— 25
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(A) no written notice of disapproval is filed with 1

the Secretary of the Council within 14 calendar days 2

(B) if such a notice of disapproval is filed with-5

in such deadline, the Council does not by resolution 6

disapprove the obligation, or expenditure of the 7

grant within 30 calendar days of the initial receipt 8

of the report from the Chief Financial Officer under 9

paragraph (1)(A).

(1) an officer or employee of the Metropolitan 15

lumbia or is otherwise designated by the Chief of the 17

Department; 18

(2) at the discretion of the Fire Chief, an offi-19

cer or employee of the District of Columbia Fire and 20

Emergency Medical Services Department who re-21

sides in the District of Columbia and is on call 24 22

hours a day or is otherwise designated by the Fire 23

Chief; 24

(3) the Mayor of the District of Columbia; and 25
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(4) the Chairman of the Council of the District 1

of Columbia. 2

(b) The Chief Financial Officer of the District of Co-3

lumbia shall submit by March 1, 2006, an inventory, as 4

of September 30, 2005, of all vehicles owned, leased or 5

operated by the District of Columbia government. The in-6

ventory shall include, but not be limited to, the depart-7

ment to which the vehicle is assigned; the year and make 8

of the vehicle; the acquisition date and cost; the general 9

condition of the vehicle; annual operating and mainte-10

nance costs; current mileage; and whether the vehicle is 11

allowed to be taken home by a District officer or employee 12

and if so, the officer or employee’s title and resident loca-13

tion. 14

SEC. 514. None of the funds contained in this title 15

may be used for purposes of the annual independent audit 16

of the District of Columbia government for fiscal year 17

2006 unless— 18

(1) the audit is conducted by the Inspector 19

General of the District of Columbia, in coordination 20

with the Chief Financial Officer of the District of 21

Columbia, pursuant to section 208(a)(4) of the Dis-22

trict of Columbia Procurement Practices Act of 23

1985 (D.C. Official Code, sec. 2–302.8); and 24
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(2) the audit includes as a basic financial state-1

ment a comparison of audited actual year-end re-2

sults with the revenues submitted in the budget doc-3

ument for such year and the appropriations enacted 4

into law for such year using the format, terminology, 5

and classifications contained in the law making the 6

appropriations for the year and its legislative his-7

tory. 8

SEC. 515. (a) None of the funds contained in this 9

title may be used by the District of Columbia Corporation 10

Counsel or any other officer or entity of the District gov-11

ernment to provide assistance for any petition drive or civil 12

action which seeks to require Congress to provide for vot-13

ing representation in Congress for the District of Colum-14

bia. 15

(b) Nothing in this section bars the District of Co-16

lumbia Corporation Counsel from reviewing or com-17

menting on briefs in private lawsuits, or from consulting 18

with officials of the District government regarding such 19

lawsuits. 20

SEC. 516. (a) None of the funds contained in this 21

title may be used for any program of distributing sterile 22

needles or syringes for the hypodermic injection of any ille-23

gal drug. 24
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(b) Any individual or entity who receives any funds 1

contained in this title and who carries out any program 2

described in subsection (a) shall account for all funds used 3

for such program separately from any funds contained in 4

this title. 5

SEC. 517. None of the funds contained in this title 6

may be used after the expiration of the 60-day period that 7

begins on the date of the enactment of this title to pay 8

the salary of any chief financial officer of any office of 9

the District of Columbia government (including any inde-10

pendent agency of the District of Columbia) who has not 11

filed a certification with the Mayor and the Chief Finan-12

cial Officer of the District of Columbia that the officer 13

understands the duties and restrictions applicable to the 14

officer and the officer’s agency as a result of this title (and 15

the amendments made by this title), including any duty 16

to prepare a report requested either in the title or in any 17

of the reports accompanying the title and the deadline by 18

which each report must be submitted: Provided, That the 19

Chief Financial Officer of the District of Columbia shall 20

provide to the Committees on Appropriations of the House 21

of Representatives and Senate by the 10th day after the 22

end of each quarter a summary list showing each report, 23

the due date, and the date submitted to the Committees. 24
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SEC. 518. Nothing in this title may be construed to 1

prevent the Council or Mayor of the District of Columbia 2

from addressing the issue of the provision of contraceptive 3

coverage by health insurance plans, but it is the intent 4

of Congress that any legislation enacted on such issue 5

should include a ‘‘conscience clause’’ which provides excep-6

tions for religious beliefs and moral convictions. 7

shall submit to the Committees on Appropriations of the 9

(2) access to substance and alcohol abuse treat-18

ment, including the number of treatment slots, the 19

number of people served, the number of people on 20

waiting lists, and the effectiveness of treatment pro-21

grams; 22

(3) management of parolees and pre-trial vio-23

lent offenders, including the number of halfway 24

houses escapes and steps taken to improve moni-25
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toring and supervision of halfway house residents to 1

reduce the number of escapes to be provided in con-2

sultation with the Court Services and Offender Su-3

pervision Agency for the District of Columbia; 4

(4) education, including access to special edu-5

cation services and student achievement to be pro-6

vided in consultation with the District of Columbia 7

Public Schools and the District of Columbia public 8

charter schools; 9

(5) improvement in basic District services, in-10

cluding rat control and abatement; 11

(6) application for and management of Federal 12

grants, including the number and type of grants for 13

which the District was eligible but failed to apply 14

and the number and type of grants awarded to the 15

District but for which the District failed to spend 16

the amounts received; and 17

(7) indicators of child well-being. 18

SEC. 520. (a) No later than 30 calendar days after 19

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Chief Financial 20

Officer of the District of Columbia shall submit to the ap-21

propriate committees of Congress, the Mayor, and the 22

Council of the District of Columbia a revised appropriated 23

funds operating budget in the format of the budget that 24

the District of Columbia government submitted pursuant 25
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to section 442 of the District of Columbia Home Rule Act 1

(D.C. Official Code, sec. 1–204.42), for all agencies of the 2

District of Columbia government for fiscal year 2006 that 3

is in the total amount of the approved appropriation and 4

that realigns all budgeted data for personal services and 5

other-than-personal-services, respectively, with anticipated 6

actual expenditures.

SEC. 522. Notwithstanding any other law, in fiscal 17

year 2006 and in each subsequent fiscal year, the District 18

of Columbia Courts shall transfer to the general treasury 19

of the District of Columbia all fines levied and collected 20

by the Courts under section 10(b)(1) and (2) of the Dis-21

trict of Columbia Traffic Act (D.C. Official Code, sec. 50– 22

2201.05(b)(1) and (2)): Provided, that the transferred 23

funds are hereby made available and shall remain available 24

until expended and shall be used by the Office of the At-25
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torney General of the District of Columbia for enforce-1

ment and prosecution of District traffic alcohol laws in 2

accordance with section 10(b)(3) of the District of Colum-3

bia Traffic Act (D.C. Official Code, sec. 50– 4

2201.05(b)(3)).

SEC. 523. (a) None of the funds contained in this 6

Act may be made available to pay— 7

(1) the fees of an attorney who represents a 8

party in an action or an attorney who defends an ac-9

tion brought against the District of Columbia Public 10

Schools under the Individuals with Disabilities Edu-11

cation Act (20 U.S.C. 1400 et seq.) in excess of 12

$4,000 for that action; or 13

(2) the fees of an attorney or firm whom the 14

Chief Financial Officer of the District of Columbia 15

determines to have a pecuniary interest, either 16

through an attorney, officer, or employee of the 17

firm, in any special education diagnostic services, 18

schools, or other special education service providers. 19

(b) In this section, the term ‘‘action’’ includes an ad-20

ministrative proceeding and any ensuing or related pro-21

ceedings before a court of competent jurisdiction. 22

agencies of the District of Columbia government 21

under court ordered receivership. 22

(5) The amounts may not be obligated or ex-23

pended unless the Mayor notifies the Committees on 24

Appropriations of the House of Representatives and 25
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Senate not fewer than 30 days in advance of the ob-1

ligation or expenditure. 2

SEC. 526. (a) The fourth proviso in the item relating 3

to ‘‘Federal Payment for School Improvement’’ in the Dis-4

trict of Columbia Appropriations Act, 2005 (Public Law 5

108–335; 118 Stat. 1327) is amended— 6

(1) by striking ‘‘$4,000,000’’ and inserting 7

‘‘$4,000,000, to remain available until expended,’’; 8

and 9

(2) by striking ‘‘$2,000,000 shall be for a new 10

incentive fund’’ and inserting ‘‘$2,000,000, to re-11

main available until expended, shall be for a new in-12

centive fund’’. 13

(b) The amendments made by subsection (a) shall 14

take effect as if included in the enactment of the District 15

of Columbia Appropriations Act, 2005.

SEC. 527. (a) To account for an unanticipated growth 17

allocated as ‘‘Other-Type Funds’’ in the Fiscal Year 23

(2) by an aggregate amount of not more than 3

6 percent, in the case of any other amounts pro-4

posed to be allocated in such Proposed Budget and 5

Financial Plan.

Act may be used to pay travel to the United States for 19

the immediate family of employees serving abroad in cases 20

of death or life threatening illness of said employee. 21

SEC. 902. No department, agency, or instrumentality 22

of the United States receiving appropriated funds under 23

this or any other Act for fiscal year 2006 shall obligate 24

or expend any such funds, unless such department, agen-25
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cy, or instrumentality has in place, and will continue to 1

administer in good faith, a written policy designed to en-2

sure that all of its workplaces are free from the illegal 3

use, possession, or distribution of controlled substances 4

(as defined in the Controlled Substances Act) by the offi-5

cers and employees of such department, agency, or instru-6

mentality. 7

SEC. 903. Unless otherwise specifically provided, the 8

maximum amount allowable during the current fiscal year 9

in accordance with section 16 of the Act of August 2, 1946 10

(60 Stat. 810), for the purchase of any passenger motor 11

vehicle (exclusive of buses, ambulances, law enforcement, 12

and undercover surveillance vehicles), is hereby fixed at 13

$8,100 except station wagons for which the maximum 14

shall be $9,100: Provided, That these limits may be ex-15

ceeded by not to exceed $3,700 for police-type vehicles, 16

and by not to exceed $4,000 for special heavy-duty vehi-17

cles: Provided further, That the limits set forth in this sec-18

tion may not be exceeded by more than 5 percent for elec-19

tric or hybrid vehicles purchased for demonstration under 20

the provisions of the Electric and Hybrid Vehicle Re-21

search, Development, and Demonstration Act of 1976: 22

Provided further, That the limits set forth in this section 23

may be exceeded by the incremental cost of clean alter-24

native fuels vehicles acquired pursuant to Public Law 25
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101–549 over the cost of comparable conventionally fueled 1

vehicles. 2

SEC. 904. Appropriations of the executive depart-3

ments and independent establishments for the current fis-4

cal year available for expenses of travel, or for the ex-5

penses of the activity concerned, are hereby made available 6

for quarters allowances and cost-of-living allowances, in 7

accordance with 5 U.S.C. 5922–5924. 8

SEC. 905. Unless otherwise specified during the cur-9

rent fiscal year, no part of any appropriation contained 10

in this or any other Act shall be used to pay the compensa-11

tion of any officer or employee of the Government of the 12

United States (including any agency the majority of the 13

stock of which is owned by the Government of the United 14

States) whose post of duty is in the continental United 15

States unless such person: (1) is a citizen of the United 16

States; (2) is a person in the service of the United States 17

on the date of the enactment of this Act who, being eligible 18

for citizenship, has filed a declaration of intention to be-19

come a citizen of the United States prior to such date and 20

is actually residing in the United States; (3) is a person 21

who owes allegiance to the United States; (4) is an alien 22

from Cuba, Poland, South Vietnam, the countries of the 23

former Soviet Union, or the Baltic countries lawfully ad-24

mitted to the United States for permanent residence; (5) 25
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is a South Vietnamese, Cambodian, or Laotian refugee pa-1

roled in the United States after January 1, 1975; or (6) 2

is a national of the People’s Republic of China who quali-3

fies for adjustment of status pursuant to the Chinese Stu-4

dent Protection Act of 1992: Provided, That for the pur-5

pose of this section, an affidavit signed by any such person 6

shall be considered prima facie evidence that the require-7

ments of this section with respect to his or her status have 8

been complied with: Provided further, That any person 9

making a false affidavit shall be guilty of a felony, and, 10

upon conviction, shall be fined no more than $4,000 or 11

ings and facilities which constitute public improvements 7

performed in accordance with the Public Buildings Act of 8

1959 (73 Stat. 749), the Public Buildings Amendments 9

of 1972 (87 Stat. 216), or other applicable law. 10

SEC. 907. In addition to funds provided in this or 11

any other Act, all Federal agencies are authorized to re-12

ceive and use funds resulting from the sale of materials, 13

including Federal records disposed of pursuant to a 14

records schedule recovered through recycling or waste pre-15

vention programs. Such funds shall be available until ex-16

pended for the following purposes: 17

(1) Acquisition, waste reduction and prevention, 18

and recycling programs as described in Executive 19

Order No. 13101 (September 14, 1998), including 20

any such programs adopted prior to the effective 21

date of the Executive order. 22

(2) Other Federal agency environmental man-23

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development and implementation of hazardous waste 1

management and pollution prevention programs. 2

(3) Other employee programs as authorized by 3

law or as deemed appropriate by the head of the 4

SEC. 908. Funds made available by this or any other 6

Act for administrative expenses in the current fiscal year 7

of the corporations and agencies subject to chapter 91 of 8

title 31, United States Code, shall be available, in addition 9

to objects for which such funds are otherwise available, 10

for rent in the District of Columbia; services in accordance 11

with 5 U.S.C. 3109; and the objects specified under this 12

head, all the provisions of which shall be applicable to the 13

expenditure of such funds unless otherwise specified in the 14

Act by which they are made available: Provided, That in 15

the event any functions budgeted as administrative ex-16

penses are subsequently transferred to or paid from other 17

funds, the limitations on administrative expenses shall be 18

correspondingly reduced. 19

SEC. 909. No part of any appropriation for the cur-20

rent fiscal year contained in this or any other Act shall 21

be paid to any person for the filling of any position for 22

which he or she has been nominated after the Senate has 23

voted not to approve the nomination of said person.

No part of any appropriation contained in 1

this or any other Act shall be available for interagency 2

financing of boards (except Federal Executive Boards), 3

commissions, councils, committees, or similar groups 4

(whether or not they are interagency entities) which do 5

not have a prior and specific statutory approval to receive 6

financial support from more than one agency or instru-7

mentality.

SEC. 911. Funds made available by this or any other 9

Act to the Postal Service Fund (39 U.S.C. 2003) shall 10

be available for employment of guards for all buildings and 11

areas owned or occupied by the Postal Service or under 12

the charge and control of the Postal Service. The Postal 13

Service may give such guards with respect to such prop-14

erty, any of the powers of special policemen provided 15

under 40 U.S.C. 1315.

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no 7

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tion of such employee’s time in the performance of official 1

duties. 2

SEC. 926. Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346 and sec-3

tion 910 of this Act, funds made available for the current 4

fiscal year by this or any other Act to any department 5

or agency, which is a member of the Joint Financial Man-6

agement Improvement Program (JFMIP), shall be avail-7

able to finance an appropriate share of JFMIP adminis-8

trative costs, as determined by the JFMIP, but not to ex-9

ceed a total of $800,000 including the salary of the Execu-10

tive Director and staff support. 11

SEC. 927. Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346 and sec-12

tion 910 of this Act, the head of each Executive depart-13

ment and agency is hereby authorized to transfer to or 14

reimburse ‘‘General Services Administration, Government- 15

wide Policy’’ with the approval of the Director of the Of-16

fice of Management and Budget, funds made available for 17

the current fiscal year by this or any other Act, including 18

rebates from charge card and other contracts: Provided, 19

That these funds shall be administered by the Adminis-20

trator of General Services to support Government-wide fi-21

nancial, information technology, procurement, and other 22

management innovations, initiatives, and activities, as ap-23

proved by the Director of the Office of Management and 24

Budget, in consultation with the appropriate interagency 25
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groups designated by the Director (including the Chief Fi-1

nancial Officers Council and the Joint Financial Manage-2

ment Improvement Program for financial management 3

initiatives, the Chief Information Officers Council for in-4

formation technology initiatives, the Chief Human Capital 5

Officers Council for human capital initiatives, and the 6

Federal Acquisition Council for procurement initiatives). 7

The total funds transferred or reimbursed shall not exceed 8

$10,000,000. Such transfers or reimbursements may only 9

be made 15 days following notification of the Committees 10

on Appropriations by the Director of the Office of Man-11

agement and Budget. 12

SEC. 928. Notwithstanding any other provision of 13

law, a woman may breastfeed her child at any location 14

in a Federal building or on Federal property, if the woman 15

and her child are otherwise authorized to be present at 16

the location. 17

SEC. 929. Notwithstanding section 1346 of title 31, 18

United States Code, or section 910 of this Act, funds 19

made available for the current fiscal year by this or any 20

other Act shall be available for the interagency funding 21

of specific projects, workshops, studies, and similar efforts 22

to carry out the purposes of the National Science and 23

Technology Council (authorized by Executive Order No. 24

12881), which benefit multiple Federal departments, 25
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agencies, or entities: Provided, That the Office of Manage-1

ment and Budget shall provide a report describing the 2

budget of and resources connected with the National 3

Science and Technology Council to the Committees on Ap-4

propriations, the House Committee on Science; and the 5

Senate Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transpor-6

tation 90 days after enactment of this Act. 7

SEC. 930. Any request for proposals, solicitation, 8

grant application, form, notification, press release, or 9

other publications involving the distribution of Federal 10

funds shall indicate the agency providing the funds, the 11

Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance Number, as appli-12

cable, and the amount provided: Provided, That this provi-13

sion shall apply to direct payments, formula funds, and 14

grants received by a State receiving Federal funds. 15

SEC. 931. Subsection (f) of section 403 of Public Law 16

103–356 (31 U.S.C. 501 note), as amended, is further 17

amended by striking ‘‘October 1, 2005’’ and inserting 18

‘‘October 1, 2006’’. 19

SEC. 932. (a) PROHIBITION OF FEDERAL AGENCY 20

MONITORING OF INDIVIDUALS’ INTERNET USE.—None of 21

the funds made available in this or any other Act may 22

be used by any Federal agency— 23

(1) to collect, review, or create any aggregation 24

of data, derived from any means, that includes any 25
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personally identifiable information relating to an in-1

dividual’s access to or use of any Federal Govern-2

ment Internet site of the agency; or 3

(2) to enter into any agreement with a third 4

party (including another government agency) to col-5

lect, review, or obtain any aggregation of data, de-6

rived from any means, that includes any personally 7

identifiable information relating to an individual’s 8

access to or use of any nongovernmental Internet 9

site. 10

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The limitations established in 11

subsection (a) shall not apply to— 12

(1) any record of aggregate data that does not 13

identify particular persons; 14

(2) any voluntary submission of personally iden-15

tifiable information; 16

(3) any action taken for law enforcement, regu-17

latory, or supervisory purposes, in accordance with 18

applicable law; or 19

(4) any action described in subsection (a)(1) 20

that is a system security action taken by the oper-21

ator of an Internet site and is necessarily incident 22

to the rendition of the Internet site services or to the 23

protection of the rights or property of the provider 24

of the Internet site. 25
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(c) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section: 1

(1) The term ‘‘regulatory’’ means agency ac-2

tions to implement, interpret or enforce authorities 3

provided in law. 4

(2) The term ‘‘supervisory’’ means examina-5

tions of the agency’s supervised institutions, includ-6

ing assessing safety and soundness, overall financial 7

condition, management practices and policies and 8

compliance with applicable standards as provided in 9

law. 10

SEC. 933. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this 11

Act may be used to enter into or renew a contract which 12

includes a provision providing prescription drug coverage, 13

except where the contract also includes a provision for con-14

traceptive coverage. 15

(b) Nothing in this section shall apply to a contract 16

with— 17

(1) any of the following religious plans: 18

(A) Personal Care’s HMO; and 19

(B) OSF HealthPlans, Inc.; and 20

(2) any existing or future plan, if the carrier 21

for the plan objects to such coverage on the basis of 22

religious beliefs. 23

(c) In implementing this section, any plan that enters 24

into or renews a contract under this section may not sub-25
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ject any individual to discrimination on the basis that the 1

individual refuses to prescribe or otherwise provide for 2

contraceptives because such activities would be contrary 3

to the individual’s religious beliefs or moral convictions. 4

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to re-5

quire coverage of abortion or abortion-related services. 6

SEC. 934. The Congress of the United States recog-7

nizes the United States Anti-Doping Agency (USADA) as 8

the official anti-doping agency for Olympic, Pan Amer-9

ican, and Paralympic sport in the United States. 10

SEC. 935. Notwithstanding any other provision of 11

law, funds appropriated for official travel by Federal de-12

partments and agencies may be used by such departments 13

and agencies, if consistent with Office of Management and 14

Budget Circular A–126 regarding official travel for Gov-15

ernment personnel, to participate in the fractional aircraft 16

ownership pilot program. 17

SEC. 936. None of the funds made available under 18

this or any other Act for fiscal year 2006 and each fiscal 19

year thereafter shall be expended for the purchase of a 20

product or service offered by Federal Prison Industries, 21

Inc., unless the agency making such purchase determines 22

that such offered product or service provides the best value 23

to the buying agency pursuant to governmentwide pro-24

curement regulations, issued pursuant to section 25(c)(1) 25
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of the Office of Federal Procurement Act (41 U.S.C. 1

421(c)(1)) that impose procedures, standards, and limita-2

tions of section 2410n of title 10, United States Code. 3

SEC. 937. Notwithstanding any other provision of 4

law, none of the funds appropriated or made available 5

under this Act or any other appropriations Act may be 6

used to implement or enforce restrictions or limitations on 7

the Coast Guard Congressional Fellowship Program, or to 8

implement the proposed regulations of the Office of Per-9

sonnel Management to add sections 300.311 through 10

300.316 to part 300 of title 5 of the Code of Federal Reg-11

ulations, published in the Federal Register, volume 68, 12

number 174, on September 9, 2003 (relating to the detail 13

of executive branch employees to the legislative branch). 14

SEC. 938. Each Executive department and agency 15

shall evaluate the creditworthiness of an individual before 16

issuing the individual a government travel charge card. 17

The department or agency may not issue a government 18

travel charge card to an individual that either lacks a cred-19

it history or is found to have an unsatisfactory credit his-20

tory as a result of this evaluation: Provided, That this re-21

striction shall not preclude issuance of a restricted-use 22

charge, debit, or stored value card made in accordance 23

with agency procedures to: (1) an individual with an un-24

satisfactory credit history where such card is used to pay 25
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travel expenses and the agency determines there is no suit-1

able alternative payment mechanism available before 2

issuing the card; or (2) an individual who lacks a credit 3

history. Each Executive department and agency shall es-4

tablish guidelines and procedures for disciplinary actions 5

to be taken against agency personnel for improper, fraud-6

ulent, or abusive use of government charge cards, which 7

shall include appropriate disciplinary actions for use of 8

charge cards for purposes, and at establishments, that are 9

inconsistent with the official business of the Department 10

or agency or with applicable standards of conduct. 11

SEC. 939. Notwithstanding any other provision of 12

law, no executive branch agency shall purchase, construct, 13

and/or lease any additional facilities, except within or con-14

tiguous to existing locations, to be used for the purpose 15

of conducting Federal law enforcement training without 16

advance approval of the Committees on Appropriations, 17

except that the Federal Law Enforcement Training Center 18

is authorized to obtain the temporary use of additional fa-19

cilities by lease, contract, or other agreement for training 20

which cannot be accommodated in existing Center facili-21

ties. 22

SEC. 940. From funds made available in this or any 23

other Act under the headings ‘‘The White House’’, ‘‘Spe-24

cial Assistance to the President and the Official Residence 25
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of Residence of the Vice President’’, ‘‘Council on Environ-1

mental Quality and Office of Environmental Quality’’, 2

‘‘Office of Science and Technology Policy’’, and ‘‘Office 3

of the United States Trade Representative’’, the Director 4

of the Office of Management and Budget (or such other 5

officer as the President may designate in writing) may, 6

15 days after giving notice to the Committees on Appro-7

priations of the Senate and the House of Representatives, 8

transfer not to exceed 10 percent of any such appropria-9

tion to any other such appropriation, to be merged with 10

and available for the same time and for the same purposes 11

as the appropriation to which transferred: Provided, That 12

the amount of an appropriation shall not be increased by 13

more than 50 percent by such transfers: Provided further, 14

That no amount shall be transferred from the heading 15

‘‘Special Assistance to the President and the Official Resi-16

dence of the Vice President’’ without approval of the Vice 17

President. 18

SEC. 941. Section 4(b) of the Federal Activities In-19

ventory Reform Act of 1998 (Public Law 105–270) is 20

amended by adding at the end the following new para-21

graph: 22

‘‘(5) Executive agencies with fewer than 100 23

full-time employees as of the first day of the fiscal 24

year. However, such an agency shall be subject to 25
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section 2 to the extent it plans to conduct a public- 1

private competition for the performance of an activ-2

ity that is not inherently governmental.’’. 3

SEC. 942. (a) No funds shall be available for trans-4

fers or reimbursements to the E-Government Initiatives 5

sponsored by the Office of Management and Budget 6

(OMB) prior to 15 days following submission of a report 7

to the Committees on Appropriations by the Director of 8

the Office of Management and Budget or receipt of ap-9

proval to transfer funds by the House and Senate Commit-10

tees on Appropriations. 11

(b) The report in (a) shall detail— 12

(1) the amount proposed for transfer for any 13

department and agency by program office, bureau, 14

or activity, as appropriate; 15

(2) the specific use of funds; 16

(3) the relevance of that use to that department 17

or agency and each bureau or office within, which is 18

contributing funds; and 19

(4) a description on any such activities for 20

which funds were appropriated that will not be im-21

plemented or partially implemented by the depart-22

ment or agency as a result of the transfer. 23

SEC. 943. (a) The adjustment in rates of basic pay 24

for employees under the statutory pay systems that takes 25
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effect in fiscal year 2006 under sections 5303 and 5304 1

of title 5, United States Code, shall be an increase of 3.1 2

percent, and this adjustment shall apply to civilian em-3

ployees in the Department of Defense and the Department 4

of Homeland Security and such adjustments shall be effec-5

tive as of the first day of the first applicable pay period 6

beginning on or after January 1, 2006. 7

(b) Notwithstanding section 913 of this Act, the ad-8

justment in rates of basic pay for the statutory pay sys-9

tems that take place in fiscal year 2006 under sections 10

5344 and 5348 of title 5, United States Code, shall be 11

no less than the percentage in paragraph (a) as employees 12

in the same location whose rates of basic pay are adjusted 13

pursuant to the statutory pay systems under section 5303 14

and 5304 of title 5, United States Code. Prevailing rate 15

employees at locations where there are no employees whose 16

pay is increased pursuant to sections 5303 and 5304 of 17

title 5 and prevailing rate employees described in section 18

5343(a)(5) of title 5 shall be considered to be located in 19

the pay locality designated as ‘‘Rest of US’’ pursuant to 20

section 5304 of title 5 for purposes of this paragraph. 21

(c) Funds used to carry out this section shall be paid 22

from appropriations, which are made to each applicable 23

department or agency for salaries and expenses for fiscal 24

year 2006. 25
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SEC. 944. Unless otherwise authorized by existing 1

law, none of the funds provided in this Act or any other 2

Act may be used by an executive branch agency to produce 3

any prepackaged news story intended for broadcast or dis-4

tribution in the United States, unless the story includes 5

a clear notification within the text or audio of the pre-6

packaged news story that the prepackaged news story was 7

prepared or funded by that executive branch agency. 8

SEC. 945. None of the funds made available in this 9

Act may be used to administer, implement, or enforce the 10

amendment made to section 515.533 of title 31, Code of 11

Federal Regulations, that was published in the Federal 12

Register on February 25, 2005. 13

SEC. 946. None of the funds made available in this 14

Act may be used in contravention of section 552a of title 15

5, United States Code (popularly known as the Privacy 16

Act) or of section 552.224 of title 48 of the Code of Fed-17

eral Regulations. 18

SEC. 947. None of the funds made available in this 19

Act may be used to provide for the competitive sourcing 20

of flight service stations. 21

SEC. 948. None of the funds contained in this Act 22

may be used to enforce section 702 of the Firearms Con-23

trol Regulations Act of 1975 (sec. 7—2507.02, D.C. Offi-24

cial Code). 25
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SEC. 949. None of the funds made available in this 1

Act may be used to enforce the judgment of the United 2

States Supreme Court in the case of Kelo v. New London, 3

decided June 23, 2005. 4

SEC. 950. The amount otherwise provided under the 5

heading ‘‘Management and Administration—Working 6

Capital Fund’’, in title III is hereby increased by 7

$22,000,000. 8

SEC. 951. None of the funds made available in this 9

Act to the Department of the Treasury may be used to 10

recommended approval of the sale of Unocal Corporation 11

to CNOOC Ltd. of China. 12

SEC. 952. None of the funds made available in this 13

Act may be used by the General Services Administration 14

to carry out the eTravel Service program. 15

SEC. 953. None of the funds made available by this 16

Act may be used to implement the revision to Office of 17

Management and Budget Circular A–76 made on May 29, 18

2003. 19
